As usual we will close with a note of optimism for the coming year. It is al- 
ways with great anticipation that we approach another growing season. We wish as 
many of you as possible when planting would keep the various show dates in mind. 
For this section of the country, we will remind you that the Midwest Glad Show is 
held in Beatrice, Nebraska, usually the 3rd Sunday in July. The great Nebraska 2-day 
Glad Show is held in Omaha the last Saturday and Sunday in July, however, this year 
it will probably be held on August 2nd and 3rd.

When 
all or part of your order is from the wholesale list, please do not send 
money to cover transportation. We cannot estimate the charges so 
please wait and pay the transportation charges when the shipment 
arrives. 


When a variety is listed at 2 for .20c or 3 for .25c, etc., please do 
not order a smaller number at a lower price.

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BULB SIZE AND COLOR INFORMATION 


Our bulbs are listed by color to simplify your ordering. Large bulbs are over 
114 inches in diameter, medium from % inch to 144 inch and small bulbs 14 
inch to 34 inch. 

The following arrangement is standard for all gladiolus shows and are 
grouped according to size as follows: 

Miniature florets—size 100, under 21% inches. 

Small florets—size 200, 21% to 314 inches across. 

Medium florets—size 300, 314 to 444 inches across. 

Large florets—size 400, 414 to 51 inches across. 

Giant florets—size 500, 514 inches and up. 

The last two figures in the number denote the color, in other words a 506 
is a giant cream, a 352 is a medium deep red, etc.

Annamae is 
tops in this class. Grows 3 to 4 feet high from small. SNOW PRINCESS is 
always good and SILVER WINGS was beautiful this year.

INDEX (68 days) the white in this glad is set off by a golden yellow 
throat. A striking color combination.

401 SILENTIUM (80 days) has a slightly smaller floret than Margaret Bea- 
ton but the spikes grow tall and straight. The throat has a slight carmine 
feathering. ;

506 WHITE GOLD (70 days) a giant cream blending to gold in the throat.

Yellow glads are enjoying an ever increasing popularity. Outstanding 
for us this year were MOTHER KADEL, GOLDEN ARROW and SPOT- 
LIGHT. GOLD DUST is earliest in this class, however, would not recommend 
it as the best cut flower but in the field it is very striking. 


312 ELIZABETH MAIER (85 days) a beautiful clear yellow with frilled petal 
edges, 10 to 12 florets open on a 22 to 25 bud spike. This is a fine glad 


and one you will want to show your friends.

412 GOLD DUST (70 days) early deep yellow, grows tall and will bloom from 


bulblets if given a chance.

510 GOLDEN ARROW (85 days) a pure pastel yellow with no distracting 
markings. Straight, tall, with eight 514-inch florets open. A good propa- 
gator and vigorous grower. A new one well worth having.

310 MOTHER KADEL (77 days) a medium yellow without any foreign 
color. Opens 5 to 7 with 5 more showing. Can and does win in its class.

420 OCTOBER SUNSHINE (85 days) a beautiful, tall, straight, light orange 
blending to a golden yellow throat; opens will in water, propagates easily 
and has healthy habits.

ET FULTON is very refreshing to see, it’s consistant and prolific. Some flor- 
ists say if there were but one glad variety, they would choose Margaret Fulton. 
MARION PEARL is a much larger and more spectacular glad winning its 
share of ribbons at the shows. 


332 MARGARET FULTON (80 days) a dainty medium salmon, probably 
the best cutflower of this color. Top show winner in its class.

D. D. T. FOR THRIP CONTROL 


Did you know that Thrips can ruin the majority of your blooms? You 
may be unaware of their presence until your blooms fail to open or are de- 
formed. Thrips remain ners in the leaf sheath only emerging at night or on 
-a cloudy day. A simple and effective control is the application of 5% D. D. T 
dust at one week intervals from the time they are 6 inches high until the first 
bloom opens. This may be applied with an inexpensive duster or if you raise 
a very few, a porous cloth bag may be used shaking gently over each plant, 
preferable after watering or in the early morning after a dew. 


The best part about using D. D. T. dust is that there is no danger to the 
plant or bulb if an excessive amount is used. 


CAUTION — If inhaled by humans a temporary toxic condition may 
develop but no permanent effects will be felt. Ordinary care will insure no 
harm to the person making the application.
